VP Denies EDS Violated 


Public's Right to Know 
Dear Editor: 

Environmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc. (EDS), has submitted applications 
to the State of Michigan and the United 
States Environmental ProtectionAgency 
containing as much detailed informa- 
tion as possible on the types of waste- 


waters we propose -to accept at our 


deepwell facilities. In addition, EDS has 
Stated in each of its permit applications 
that, if a license is issued to operate, 
EDS shall provide each agency with 
detailed laboratory data on any waste- 
water that EDS proposes to accept in 
order to obtain approval from each 
agency. This provides the agencies with 
the maximum amount of information 


available on a wastewater for their re- 


view. and approval prior to EDS being 
able to accept it. Without the agency 


approvals, EDS will not be able to ac- 
cept such wastewaters. 

EDS has described the types of 
wastewaters proposed for acceptance 
in each of its permit applications, at 
hearings held before the City of Romu- 
lus' Board of Zoning Appeals, and at 
four public meetings conducted by EDS 
in Romulus. In addition, each of the 
permit applications containing this in- 
formation have been placed on file at 
the Romulus Public Library. 

Why are we discussing this issue? 
We are bringing this issue to your atten- 
tion because: certain politicians have 
made public statements and distributed 
literature indicating that EDS is violat- 
ing the public's right to know regarding 
the nature of the wastewater proposed 
foracceptance by EDS. Such misstate- 
ments have been repeated by local 
residents. | 

EDS has not violated the public's 
right to Know. For these politicians to 
make such statements is wrong and 
appears to be an attempt to build activ- 
ism regarding EDS' projects and/or an

EDS Updates Public on 


Status of Permits 
Dear Editor: 

Environmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc. (EDS), has recently received nu- 
merous questions regarding the status 
of its permit applications for its Citrin 
Drive and Northline Road deepwell 
projects. 

Citrin Drive Facility 

On May 1, 1997, the State of Michi- 
gan Department of Environmental 
Quality's Geological Survey Division 
(GSD) held a public hearing to receive 
public comment regarding EDS' appli- 
cation to install two deepwells at this 
site. Priorto this hearing, the GSDfound 
these applications to be administratively 
and technically complete. The GSD will 
accept written comments on these ap- 
plications until May 22, 1997, afterwhich 
they will decide whether or not to issue 
these permits. 

EDS' United States Environmental 
Protection Agency (USEPA) deepwell 
permit applications for these two wells 
have been submitted and are under 
review. If the USEPA decides that they 
have intent to issue permits, they will 
first issue draft permits and will hold a 
public hearing to receive public com- 
ment. No draft permits have been is- 
sued, nor has a public hearing been 
scheduled at this time. 

lf and when the USEPA issues a 
draft permit for the deepwells, EDS will 
submit its response to questions raised 


by the State's Waste Management Divi- 
sion (WMD) regarding EDS' application 
for a permit to construct a hazardous 
waste treatment, storage, and disposal 
facility. The WMD will review EDS' re- 
sponse to determine if it is complete. If 
the WMD finds it to be complete, they 
will begin their technical review. The 
WMD will hold public hearings before 
any decision is made to approve the 
permits to keep the public informed. 
Northline Road Facility 

This facility has a deepwell con- 
structed under USEPA and GSD per- 
mits. Permit applications have also been 
filed for a second deepwell at this facil- 
ity, and these applications are currently 
under review. 

EDS has not, as yet, submitted an 
application for a "treatment, storage, 
and disposal facility" construction per- 
mit to the WMD. However, recent Michi- 
gan Court of Appeals and WMD deci- 
sions have now cleared the way for 
EDS to proceedwith this permit process. 

The use of the Northline Road site, 
instead of the Citrin Drive site, has been 
encouraged as a means to utilize exist- 
ing natural resources. This encourage- 
ment was provided by the Honorable 
Senator Loren Bennett and the Honor- 
able Mayor Gregory Pitoniak of Taylor 
atthe recent May 1, 1997 public hearing. 

As a result of these new develop- 
ments, EDS will prepare and submit an 
application for a "treatment, storage, 
and disposal facility" construction permit 
to the State's WMD in the near future. 
Summary 

We have provided the status of our 
various permit applications to answer 
any questions that readers might have 
regarding the complex permitting pro-
